The new zoning ordinance, which 
included Montgomery Avenue from 
Xarberth to Havcrford Avenue as a 
fourth business district, was passed on 
first reading by Council at its meeting 
on April 13. This step was necessary 
to get it before Council and residents 
for purposes of discussion and consid- 
eration.

Funeral services were held on Fri-

R. Oliver, widow of Alfred Oliver, 
wool manufacturer, and daughter of 
the late Thomas Garret Lodge and 
Susan Evans Lodge. Mrs. Oliver died 
at her home. 405 State Road, on 
Wednesday, June 3, after an illness of 
five days. 

Mrs. Oliver, the oldest descendant 
of the original settlers of the present 
Lower Merion. had lived in that tract 
all of her life.

The ship "Lyon" 
came up the Schuylkill to what is now 
Pencoyd, leaving these settlers to locate 
the tracts they had purchased from 
Penn in 1681.

The tract of Mrs. Oliver's ancestors 
consisted of about a thousand acres in 
what is now Cynwyd. The old home- 
stead is still standing on the location 
of this first shelter.

Council Writes Finis 

To many residents the action of Council in killing the amendment 
in the revised Zoning Ordinance providing a business district on Mont- 
gomery Avenue may seem arbitrary and unjustified. It should be borne 
in mind, however, that placing the amendment in the new ordinance and 
passing it on first reading did not commit Council to adopting it. Many 
bills appear on first reading which in their final state are totally different. 
It is necessary to pass it once to get before Council for consideration. 

The chief reason for striking out the amendment relating to Mont- 
gomery Avenue, as stated by various Councilmen, is that Council does 
not feel that the time is ripe for the creation of an additional business 
district on Montgomery Avenue, While several members of Council are 
in sympathy with residents of the section who. through the zoning re- 
strictions are prevented from disposing of their properties advantageously 
for business purposes, they feel that the consequent results to the borough 
as a whole would be detrimental and that few property owners would 
profit thereby. 

The only reason there was no official vote in Council on the matter 
Monday night was due to the fact that Council was resolved into a 
committee of the whole to consider the amendments, to prevent the min- 
utes from becoming clogged with motions to amend this and strike out 
that, etc. Had the lateness of the hour not interfered, the ordinance, as 
amended in committee, would have been passed on .second and third 
readings and thus finally adopted. As it is. this will have to hold over 
until the July meeting. 

Thus the matter which has been the principal bone of contention for 
the past several months is practically settled, for the time being at least. 

Tf there are property owners who feel that this action is unfair, 
there is still a means of bringing about a change. Councilmen are the 
elected representatives of the people, and insofar as they are able, inter- 
pret the wishes of their constituents into action. Three of Narberth's 
Councilmen will be up for re-election next fall. If the group desiring to 
make Montgomery Avenue a business district see fit, they can select a 
candidate or candidates for Council on such a platform, and with suffi- 
cient support elect him. or them. 

Should the matter be presented to the voters in the fall in this 
fashion and a sufficient number of people indicate their support for this 
proposition by voting for such a candidate, or candidates other members 
of Council are bound to be influenced by the public sentiment thus 
expressed.

a fourth business district on Mont- 
gomery Avenue from Narbcrtli to 
Haverford Avenue. A public hear- 
ing on the revised ordinance, as is re- 
quired by the Borough Code, was then 
set for May 1. At this meeting most 
of the discussion centered around the 
depth of setbacks which would be 
necessary to allow ample parking space 
along the pike for the new business 
district. Restrictions were also placed 
upon the type of business building to 
he erected in order to bar unsightly or 
objectionable developments. 

At this public hearing a petition was 
received requesting the inclusion of 
Windsor Avenue and the extension 
of the side streets to Windsor in the 
Haverford Avenue business district. A 
public hearing on this second petition 
was held last Thursday night at which 
a petition, bearing thirty-four signa- 
tures, was filed protesting against the 
extension of the Haverford Avenue 
business district. 

While the ordinance will not come up 
for official action until the next meet- 
ing of Council on July 13, there is lit- 
tle chance that any further change will 
be made following Monday night's 
action. It must still be passed on sec- 
ond and third readings, but it is now 
in the form which is satisfactory :.o 
the majority of Council, incorporating 
minor amendments to the original 
ordinance. 



Highway Report Devoted 

to Routine Matters 



The report of the Highway and 
Sewer Committee of the Narbcrtli 
Borough Council as presented by its 
chairman, Robert V. Wood, at 1be 
meeting on Monday night is as fid- 
lows: 

"Because of the reduced budget 
under which we arc operating this year, 
the activities of the Highway Depart- 
ment for the month of May were con- 
fined almost exclusively to routine mat- 
ters. Effective June 1 we have put 
six of the borough laborers on part 
time because full-time work is no longer 
available for them. 

"The total expenditures of the High- 
way Department, during the month of 
May, were $1350, of which the largest 
item was $921. 9rt. which was the cost 
of collecting 1071 cubic vards of ashes 



and rubbish. This included a special 
collection of Clean-up Week; 214 cubic 
yards of ashes and rubbish were dis- 
posed of during Clean-up Week. 

"Other items of expenditure during 
the month of May were $45.36 for 
labor arid $50 for fertilizer for use 
around the trees and shrubbery of the 
playground. It is our understanding 
that the $50 for fertilizer is to be 
charged to the account of the Shade 
Tree Commission. During the month 
of May we also made a new sewer con- 
nection for Mr. Howard Cotter -which 
was paid for by Mr. Cotter.

That a wall garden can be charm- 
ing and brilliant was my firm convic- 
tion recently after seeing the very 
lovely one of Mr. and Mrs. Harrv C. 
Tily, 2d, of 32 Overhill Road, Cynwyd. 
The wall, which forms a medium-sized 
terrace at the rear of the house, is 
three feet high and sixty feet long. 
Here have been placed plants which 
make the wall a delight to the eye, 
especially from the middle of April 
until the middle of May, when it is at 
its best, though, as Mrs. Tily said, it 
is always interesting to watch, even 
when there arc no blooming plants, 
for on looking down the wall with the 
sun shining on it, at least nine differ- 
ent shades of green appear there. 
These range from gray-green to a very 
deep tone. 

l'hlox — four different kinds are 
planted — and with basket of gold arc 
brilliant in their blooms. Iceland 
poppy, hen and chickens, veronica, 
dianthus, helianthemum, are all there, 
as are a number of other plants. A 
stunning santalacea which is covered 
with yellow blossoms in July domi- 
nates one portion of the wall. Crushed 
in the hand, its leaves impart a pleas- 
ing fragrance which reminds one 
slightly of cedar. This plant, which is 
large and thriving, represents an initial

outlay of thirty-five cents! 

On a slope at one end of the terrace 
is a charming rock garden. Here one 
sees what may be effectively done 
with a space, 20 by 20 feet. Cood 
planning is the delightful result shown 
in the accompanying picture. Of 
course, the slope is natural, and this 
fact adds to the attractiveness of the 
spot. Here have been planted nar- 
cissus, iris cristata, coral bell, dianthus 
deltoides, saxifrage, lilies of the valley, 
rhododendron, scilla, ancliusa, oxalis, 
violets, columbines which were raised 
from seed; ccdum, tulipa clusia, arm- 
cria, heather, catoneastcr, juniper 
stricta, santalacea, primulas, alyssum 
saxatile and phlox sublata. 

The rock garden, which has a south- 
eastern exposure, makes a charming 
approach to the terrace, which has a 
row of box marking the top of the 
wall. On this terrace, sturdy garden 
furniture and trellises against the house 
make it a most inviting spot. At the 
foot of the wall a narrow bed con- 
taining pansies and bachelor buttons 
catches the seeds that fall from the 
plants growing in the wall and form 
a miniature garden nursery. Stretch- 
ing away from the wall is a green lawn 
with a rose bed at one side and beyond 
that — at the side — is a perennial gar-

If you object to the foliage of nar- 
cissi do not cut it off but tie a bow- 
knot in the leaves. They will ripen the 
bulbs just as well and may soon be 
covered over with shallow rooting an- 
nuals.

The Masscy dust formula of nine 
parts fine dusting sulphur and one part 
arsenate of lead powder is still the best 
known control for black spot and mil- 
dew on roses. The seedsman can fur- 
nish this mixture with a green color 
which is not as unsightly on the foli- 
age. For best results blow the powder 
on the under side of the leaves when 
they are still wet with dew — early in 
the morning. The arsenate of lead is 
effective in controlling leaf-eating in- 
sects. For aphids we must spray with 
pyrethruni-soap or nicotine-soap. 

Do not cultivate rose beds deeply. 
Roses root near the surface and are 
better fed during the growing season 
with licpiid manure. 

When tulip steins can be lifted 
gently from the bulb they may be con- 
sidered ripe. 

After delphiniums have Howercd cut 
the stem to prevent seeding but do not 
cut close to the ground; leave a few 
leaves to carry on until new shoots 
show. A second flowering, or even a 
third, may be expected if the soil has 
been well prepared and ample water is 
available. 

A real choice evergreen shrub for the 
rock garden or on top a wall is Her- 
berts Vcrruculosa. Little glossy leaves 
like holly in form but white under- 
neath, these leaves turn to brilliant red 
and bronzy shades in autumn and little 
gray berries will be found hanging on 
the spiny stems. The flowers in May 
arc like little yellow roses. Slow- 
growing but interesting every mouth in 
the vear.

As a soil conditioner for rhododen- 
drons and laurel sprinkle aluminum 
sulphate on the ground, a teaspoonful 
to the square foot, and repeat a month 
later. And water it in well. Many 
"rhodys" look a bit sad after the 
drought of last summer and need 
watchful care. They like tree food, 
not too deep, and for an extra tonic 
make the ground yellow with cotton- 
seed meal and water it in. 

Watch home-made mixtures in com- 
bining spray materials. Some mixtures 
will cause injurious burning. Do not 
mix soap with arsenate of lead. Do 
not mix nicotine or soap with coated, 
or oleate, arsenate of lead. Do not 
spray peach, plum or cherry trees with 
a strong mixture of arsenate of lead, 
the same goes for the flowering va- 
rieties. 

Paul's Lemon Pillar turned out to 
be a "lemon" as a yellow rose. The 
color is ivory-white. 

Chaplin's Pink Climber should be 
spelled "punk," not pink; it has that 
mean magenta cast. Forced in the 
greenhouse it is pretty but in the gar- 
den wc have corrected the spelling. 

Mary Wallace is still the queen of all 
climbing roses and she is not a rampant 
climber, that delicious pink that we all 
have in our mind's eye but very seldom 
see in the garden.
